We kicked off the 
second year of our All- 
Stars program with the 
kids from Disney Channel’s 
That’s So Raven who 
volunteered to clean up the 
beach in their community. 
After the cleanup was 
done, we caught up with 
Raven, Orlando Brown 
(who plays Eddie, Raven’s 
friend), Kyle Orlando 
Massey (Cory, Raven’s 
brother) and Anneliese 
van der Pol (Raven’s 
friend Chelsea). 

Here’s what they had to 
say about getting involved 
in their neighborhood. 

j Tell us about your 
| volunteer project. 
Raven: We cleaned up 
trash, painted some 
garbage cans and made 
I Venice Beach [a section of 
Los Angeles] a little nicer. 
It got me inspired to do 
j even more. 

Anneliese van der Pol: 
j I started off by first picking 
j up and recycling trash, 
jj And then later on I painted 
1 trash cans with Raven. 


So who’s the 
best garbage-can 
painter? 

Raven: Oh me! It took 
me only five minutes 
to paint a trash can, 
and mine was a 
beautiful royal 
blue [laughs]'. 

Anneliese: 

Quite 
true, but 
it’s not 
quite fair j 
because 
my paint 
was goopy and awful 
[laughs]. Still, she’s 
probably a better painter 
because I brushed in all 
different directions. 

Have you 

volunteered 

before? 

Raven; I volunteer for 
Inner-City Games. I go all 
around the country with 
them to talk to kids about 
teamwork, believing in 
yourself and staying in 
school. And if you help one 
person, you never know how 
many people that person 
will help, and then you 
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have started a whole chain of “helpingness.” 
Orlando Brown: Yes — after school, my 
friends and I used to dash over to the park 
and help out. We’d sort out who would do 
what — like who would lifeguard at the 
pool and [who would] look after the 
basketball court. 

Anneliese: I’ve gone to homeless 
shelters to sing and do performances. 

I’ve been doing things like this since I 
was around 10 years old. 

Kyle Orlando Massey: My friends and I 
picked up trash in our neighborhood in 
Atlanta [Georgia]. 


What are some projects you 
could suggest to kids 
reading this? 

Raven: Gather some friends and a parent 
and clean up your local park! Or go to a 
shelter to help feed the homeless. 
Orlando: They can go to parks and 
volunteer. And they can also go to a senior 
citizens home and see if help is needed. 


What are some tips on having 
fun when volunteering? 

Raven: Bring a whole bunch of friends 
and make a game out of it. Don’t be all 
snobby and think like, “Oh, it’s trash.” 
Just put on some gloves and have fun. 
Orlando: Volunteering already is fun, 
because it’s volunteering — it’s 
optional. You don’t have to do it, but 
you do it anyway and that really says 
something about your character. It 
makes you feel good, which is where 
the fun comes in. 

Anneliese: If you volunteer with people 
that share the same ideas about 
helping, you really feel like you’re 
making a difference. And that’s fun. 









Meet the Disney Adventures All-Stars! 
Picked from 3,325 entries and judged by a 
panel of experts — including the cast of 
Oisney Channel’s Lizzie McGuire — these 
kids all made a difference in their 
communities. Read on to see what they had 
to say about working hard to help others. 
(Hint: It makes you feel great!) 


A sixth-grade social studies class at 
Stell Middle School in Brownsville, Texas, saw 
a problem with the streets surrounding their 
school. The sidewalks were so muddy that 
students had to walk in the streets — not safe! 

When they studied the problem with their 
teacher, Mr. Martin Leal, the kids also found 
that there were no proper speed bumps, 
ramps or traffic lines in the road. The class, 
led by Xochilth R., 12, Israel A., 13, Nayelli 
P., 12, Rolando C., 13, Erica G., 13, and 
Rogelio G., 13, presented the situation to the 
mayor and the City Council, and the city 
agreed to fix the problem. Go team! 


What was the first thing you did 
to tackle the project? 

Xochilth R.: We had to do research, so we got 
the policy for the sidewalks and streets from 
City Hall. The policy was fine, but it wasn’t 
being enforced well. 

Was the project difficult to do? 

Xochilth R.: In the beginning it was, when 
we thought it wouldn’t work. It seemed like 
we had nothing done, but little by little, we 
made progress. 







How do you feel 
now that you’ve 
completed the Team 
All-Star project? 

Erica 6.: We feel very proud 
of ourselves — it’s awesome. 

Mr. Leal: Erica went outside 
when they started installing 
the speed bumps and said, 

“Wow, they listened to what 
we said.” An 11-year-old got 
a big city to listen to her. 

That’s a big deal. 

How was it working 
as a team? 

Rolando C.: We used our 
individual strengths. For 
example, Rogelio [G.] did 
the artwork and Israel [A.] 
contacted people. 

What would you say to 
kids who are thinking 
about volunteering? 

Rogelio G.: I’d highly 
recommend it — kids can help 
their community and make it 
safe and more efficient. 

Xochilth R.: I’d say — kids 
can make a difference. 

Is that your class 
motto? 

Israel A.: No, it’s “Watch out 
for that car!” 
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Was the end result 
more than what you 
imagined? 

Yes, even for Mr. 
Leal. He didn’t think we could 
get this far — we showed him! 
Mr. Leal: The original plan 
was to fix the mud from 
running off the sidewalks 
and plant grass. And they 
did much more! They never 
gave up. They’re all heart.
